Adolphe  Larue.— I  have  been  a  Land  Surveyor  residing  at  Quebec  lor 
the  last  twentv  one  years.  I  know  the  place  called  Cap  Blanc  very  well  and 
have  linown  It  since  mv  bovhood,  an.l  1  rocollett  assisting  my  fatle-r  who  was 
ennflTfcl  in  laying  out  a"  n)ad  there.  It  was  under  the  direction  ol  Mr.  John 
Saxton  CamplJell  and  inv  fither  that  I  assi..tsd  in  laying  out  this  road.  3lr. 
Campbell  and  mv  father,  and  I  tliink  si.inr  «>thers,  were  connnissionners 
appointedV  Government  under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  by  which  rnomes 
were  vote<f  for  the  making  of  the  said  road.  This  road  was  iiumIc  in  coiYti- 
nuation  of  what  was  known  as  Champlain  street,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  now

IVhen  we  coinmeiieed  working  at  that  K)ad  it  was  impassible  tor  velwcles. 
At  the  place  known  as  Cap  Rlaiie  and  especially  where  Mr.  Laporte.  resided 
'   there  wer«  little  bridges  or  galleries  to  pass  on  loot.     At  some  places,  as  far  as 
I  can  rtfcollect,  the  VvatiT  usi-«l  to  go  under  these  bridges  at  high  tide.     The.«e 
bridges  were  the  foot -path  lor  loot  passengers.     There  was  no  actual  road  and    ^ 
there  was  noother  i)lace  to  pass  but  tills.    At  low  water  persons  might  go  round 
lowerdown,  but  tliev  were  not  in  the  habit  ol  doing  so.     There  were  but  lew  • 
houses  there  at  the  time,  and   Mr.   LaiMirte'i,  was  the  only  decent  one  among  ^ 
them.     Ispeakof  tiie  north  side  along  tho  CajK-,  and  I  dont  recollect  seeing 
any  houses  on  the  south  side  of  the  tiM^st  path  at  that  time.
